"PAP" TEST PROGRAM ANNOUNCED 
FOR CHARLEVOIX COUNTY WOMEN 


A. F. Litzenburger, M.D., 
Medical Director of District 
Health Department, has an- 
nounced a continuing cervical 
cancer screening program for 
women 21 years of age and over 
in Charlevoix county, 

Doctor Litzenburger empha 
sized that women who have never 
had a "Pap" test for the detect- 
ion of cervical cancer should 
take advantage of this program. 

“Cervical cancer is one of the 
most easily cured forms of the 
disease when discovered early, " 
Dr, Litzenburger said, "But if 
it is not detected until such signs 
as pain and bleeding occur, the 
chances of successful treatment 
are decreased," 

According to figures compiled 
by the Michigan Department of 
Health, 333 women died from 
cervical cancer in 1963, 

"These were ali needless 
deaths," Dr. Litzenburger said, 
"because there is a technique

During 1962 over 1, 450 wor 
men were screened for cervical 
cancer in Emmet and Charle- 
voix Counties; seventeen women 
were found to have cervical can- 
cer, All of these women have 
been treated and are alive today,
